.'Everything is iii readiness for the 
Ada public schools to 
open 
next 
Monday. 
This year’s enrollment will prob­ 
ably be something over twelve hun­ 
dred. All 
pupil,®'W ow the 
ninth 
grade will attend the public schools 
as it is understood that none with 
out 
eighth grade diploma will be 
admitted to the normal, unless they 
are able to pass a satisfactory en­ 
trance examination. 
To meet the increasing demands of 
the city’s great army of .coming men 
and women 
three 
modern 
brick 
school buildings have been erected 
and 
completed—sixty-five 
thousand 
dollars having been spent for that 
p u rp le during the past year—and 
a corps of twenty-two teachers is 
employed. Pew cities, if any can 
boast of better buildings and equip­ 
ment, and a better' school faculty 
than this one at present. In the se­ 
lection of teachers the board has 
wisely chosen only those who are 
well^ qualified in education and ex­ 
perience to meet the responsibility 
of directing and impressing the plas­ 
tic minds of Ada’s boys and girls. 
The present school year will be 
eight months, divided into two terras 
sixteen weeks each; 
the first be­ 
ginning September the twelfth and 
ending January twelfth, the second 
term opens January the fifteenth and 
closes May the seventh. 
Next Monday will be enrollment 
and classification day. and no pupil 
will be allowed to enter or remain 
in a school out side his subdistrict 
only by the permission of the super­ 
intendent. Each pupil will be given 
a printed list of books for his re­ 
spective grade. There will be no reg­ 
ular school work in the afternoon 
of the first day. however the teach­ 
ers will have a meeting at the south 
sid-r building at that time. 
There will be a short program at 
each school on tb^' opening morn­ 
ing. These program 
while not com­ 
pleted as yet will consist of an in­ 
vocation, addresses 
on 
important 
subjects of school interest by some 
of the 
patrons, possibly 
talks or 
papers by some of the faculty, songs 
and ^>ther things that go to make the 
most importanat day of school start 
successfully. 
South School. 
Prof. Ben M. IMcCurry of Hendrix 
College, Arkansas, who was principal 
of Willard school last year has the 
prin^ipalship of the South School and 
w^ll have eighth grade work.

Labor I rom all over the state turn­ 
ed out to attend the great celebra­ 
tion at Oklahoma City Monday. From 
all accounts this was the biggest 
affair o fthe kind ever pulled off in 
the state. Of course the event of the 
day was the parade which took place 
n the morning. Says the Oklaho­ 
man: 
Promptly at 10:30 a. rn. William 
Prahl, grand marshal of the day, 
gave the long-awaited command to 
march. The parade was on. Slowly 
it began to wind itself along Grand 
avenue to 'Broadway, where the line 
turned north and continued as far 
as 
Ninth 
street, 
coil ntermajrdh ing 
back on Broadway to Main street, 
and then to Dewey street, where the 
parade disbanded. 
Mayor Henry Scales, together with 
his secretary, George B. Saunders, 
and Councilman E. W. Vance, led 
the long procession in a big auto­ 
mobile. Leon Derr, color bearer was 
near by. 


The 
labor queen. 
Miss 
Rebecca 
Owen, seated high upon her throne 
and surrounded by a group of beau­ 
tiful young women, followed in line. 
The float was of beautiful design 
and was drawn by four horses. Fol­ 
lowing closely at the sides of the 
big float were two score or more 
heralds—all girls dressed in immac­ 
ulate white and with blue sashes 
draped over their shoulders. Martial 
music attended the first division. 
The carpenters and joiners held the 
positions of honor in recognition of 
their numbers. They were the first 
organization to pass in line. They 
wore the regulation carpenter’s apron 
and a pink badge.

followed 
in 
close I 
procession. 
The latter wore pecu­ 
liar hats of tin, with metal bands 
These bright hats stood out in de­ 


cided contrast to the thousands of 
soiled straw bats which had seen ser­ 
vice during the summer campaign. 
Metal belts and copper buckels com­ 
pleted 
the effective dress of the 
metal workers. In their hands they 
carried metal sticks. 
One of the prettiest sights of the 
morning was the appearance made 
by the painters who were next in 
line. 
The painters wore spick and 
span duck trousers, white hats, white 
shirts and soft white ties. 
More serviceable, however, was the 
dress of the plumbers and gas-fit­ 
ters. Their clothing was dark. Each 
wore a black bat.

Oklahoma City, Sept. 5.—-P'or the 
purpose of creating a new county to 
be named Seger, a petition contain­ 
ing the names of over 1,000 resi­ 
dents of the west half of Caddo coun­ 
ty was filed Monday with the gover­ 
nor. A hearing is asked before Gov­ 
ernor Haskell so that the require­ 
ments of the law may be verified and 
a date for an election set. 'Fhe hear­ 
ing will be next .Vloiiday morning at 
JO o’cloik. 
The new county, should it be creat­ 
ed, will be made up of thirteen town­ 
ships from the west half of Caddo 
county, five and one-half townships 
from the east half of Washita coun­ 
ty and three townships from Kiowa 
county. It will have 700 square miles 
of territory, a population of 17,000 
and taxable property valui'd at $7.- 
500,000. The county will be thirty- 
nine miles long and from eighteen 
to twenty-two miles wide. 
Carnegie, 
situated 
in 
the 
exact 
geographical center of the territory 
in all prolKibility w’fll lie named as 
the county seat. The reason for its 
selection is due to Its railroad and 
other facilities. Carnegie is on the 
main roads to the different town­ 
ships in the proposed county and 
would be easily acces.sible to the far­ 
mers. 
The reason given for the desire 
to create a new county is because 
of the distance from the county seats 
of the surrounding counties to the 
farmers of outlying districts. Es­ 
pecially is this true to the people 
of the w’est half of Caddo. They are 
compelled to travel twenty-five miles 
by 
railroad 
and twenty-five miles 
with a horse before reaching their 
county seat. 
The territory is one of the richest 
farming districts in the state. Run­ 
ning through the middle is the Wash­ 
ita river and to the south, South 
Cache creek. There are very few ne­ 
groes in the section. 
The name of the county was unan­ 
imously selected in honor of Capt. 
Seger who, a number of years ago 
established an old Indian school in 
the north portion. F’or years it has 
been a landmark and the residents 
of the proposed county believe that 
by making the county Serger they 
are paying the pioneer a well de­ 
served tribute. 
James Cunningham, L. P. erose, 
.John McCall, Mike Delaney, H. L. 
Bliss, R. A. Thorn, Lewis and How­ 
ard Davis constituted the delegation 
to present the petition. They are 
prepared to furnish evidence to sub­ 
stantiate their claims in regards to 
the requirements of the law and con­ 
fidently 
expect that 
the 
governor 
will issue a call for an election on 
the matter. 
The petition makes the third new 
county sought in Oklahoma in re­ 
cent months. Swanson county, creat­ 
ed from parts 
of 
Comanche 
and 
Kiowa counties, already has been 
formed and is carrjing on county 
govern ment, although protest against 
it is pending in the courts. Cache 
county, to be formed from the south­ 
ern part of Comanche county, is be­ 
ing sought now and a call of election 
on the subject is expected soon. The 
Seger petition is the* third.
